Last act of Astronaut Gordon Coop­ 
er’s projected 22-orbit space flight 
will begin with the firing of three 
“space brakes” — Thiokol retrograde 
rockets. Located on the blunt forward 
end of the “Faith 7” capsule, the re- 
tros will provide reverse thrust to 
reduce capsule speed by about 500 
feet per second and initiate gradual 
descent to earth. The bucket-shaped, 


12-inch-diameter Thiokol retros were 
the first rocket engines to be success­ 
fully fired in orbit and have logged 
over 12 million miles in space on 
Discoverer and Mercury projects. 
Thiokol Chemical Corporation’s Elk­ 
ton, Maryland Division, builders of 
the retros, estimate odds against 
their failure at 3 million to I. 


22 Orbits 
End Tonight 
About 7:23 


CAPE CANAVERAL (UPI) - L. 
Gordon Cooper whirled through the 
final orbits of America’s greatest 
space flight today toward splash­ 
down in the Pacific this evening. 


I'hc 36-year-old 
\ir Force major long 
ainee had logged more hours and miles in space 
than all of his American predecessors combined. 
Shortly after the 147-pound astronaut started his 
19th orbit‘at 11:45 a.m. EDT — less than five laps from 
his goal — flight controllers reported that weather con­ 
ditions in his Pacific recovery area were “pretty good.’’ 
He ended his 19th orbit at 1:13 p.m. EDT and started 
on his 20 orbit. 
As of 12:30 p.m. EDT, the space agency said, 
everything was set for a triumphant conclusion of the 
22.9-orbit flight which Cooper began with a flawless 
liftoff at 9:04 a.m. EDT yesterday. 
Said an agency spokesman: “Recovery forces, 
weather, and all our people in those areas are go.”

When John Glenn said “The 
retros are firing — Are they 
ever-” he was talking about 
three unique rockets which are 
strapped to the base of the 
spacecraft, and fired, one after 
the other, to reduce its velocity, 
and allow it to fall safely to the 
sea. 


Important To Success 


These motors, so important 
to the success of the mission, 
are tested hundreds of times 
under very conceivable condi­ 
tions. Before a motor can be 


released for use it is X rayed, 
insepcted for dimensional ac­ 
curacy and proper thrust align­ 
ment, 
vibrated, 
drop 
tested, 
and subjected to humidity, salt 
spray, 
special 
aging, 
and 
many other tests. 


The amount of power requir­ 
ed to brake the spacecraft was 
carefully determined by NASA, 
McDonnell and Thiokol scien­ 
tists. The right combination of 
chemical ingredients was select­ 
ed and the optimum propellant 
configuration determined. 


The ingredients are combined 
to form a fuel which is about 
the consistency of peanut but­ 
ter. This is poured, or cast into 
the motor case and a mold in­ 
serted which gives the propel­ 
lant the desired shape. The mo­ 


tor is then “baked’’ until the 
propellant turns to a rubber­ 
like solid. 
3 Thiokol Retros 


To be absolutely certain, three 
Thiokol retros 
are 
used 
on 
each capsule. While one igniter 
will set off the motor, two are 
used on each motor: while one 
squib will start the igniter, two 
are used for each igniter. This

sure.
